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PRINTING COST INCREASES AS 
AFFECTING PERIODICALS 
HE rise in-the cost of periodicals incident 
to including 
paper, printers’ wages, supplies and office 
salaries, has been cumulative since war con- 
ditions began, and with the close of 1918, tho 
peace has come, has reached the climak which 





war prices, increases in 


involves a most serious situation for all peri- 
odicals and an impossible situation for some. 
The difficulty is shared by book publishers, 
who have refrained from adding to retail 
prices more than absolutely necessary 
and whose record in this respect is highly 
creditable—for in no business has there been 
less profiteering. The prices of books, how- 
ever, can more easily be raised to cover in- 
creased costs than prices on periodicals. 
Paper, more than doubled in price during 
the war, tho it has slightly fallen, is still 
twice as high despite a slight drop. Printers’ 
wages have gone up steadily, and the War 
Labor Board in its recent award has made 
feeders, 


was 


further substantial increases. Press 
who were paid $17 per week two years ago, 
had been raised to $24 and were recently 
awarded by the War Labor Board $6 addi- 
tional, bringing them to $30 per week, an ad- 
vance of over 75 per cent. Pressmen, hand 
compositors and linotype operators, formerly 
receiving $27 per week, had been increased, 
less substantially to $30 and $31, and, by last 
week’s award of the War Labor Board, were 
increased by $3.60 per week, retroactively from 
October 21, the beginning of the feeders’ 


strike. There was great dissatisfaction among 
these classes of mechanics of higher skill. that 
the award of the War Labor Board had been 
less to them than to feeders, and at the Sun- 
day meeting of the pressmen’s union the award 
was rejected and a claim made for at least 
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$6 additional. On review of the case this claim 
for $6 has been granted, reaching $36 and $37 
per week. Unfortunately, the trade agree- 
ments between these and the other printing 
trades unions thus become “scraps of paper,” 
but the employing printers are doing their 
best to meet the awards. 

Printers have no alternative except to pass 

so far as they 
possibly can, for previous advances in wages 
and other costs have reduced their margin 
to the minimum. They face a further dilemma 
in the fact that the increased cost will neces- 
sarily diminish the total of business, and thus 
increase overhead charges disproportionately. 
Suppltes, as everyone knows, have increased 
in cost all along the line. Office salaries have 
also increased, but outside government 
employment, in no such proportion as the rise 
of mechanics’ wages, and the increase in the 
cost of living has not been equalized despite 
every desire on the part of employers to do 
justice to salaried employees. They, 
than any other class, have faced the difficulties 
of the war most seriously. The increase of 
postage, both on first-class and second-class 
matter, has also been serious, altho it seems 
probable that the extreme features of the 
zoning system will be eliminated before the 
maximum rates go into actual operation, and 
letter postage is likely to resume the old rate. 
Altogether, the cost of publishing periodicals 
has risen under war conditions from twenty- 
five to fifty per cent. for different classes of 
periodicals. 

Under these circumstances, the dilemma 
before periodical publishers has been a serious 
one. Some periodicals have raised subscrip- 
tion rates, but this course is apt to decrease 
circulation and advertising value, and in our 
own case, with the belief that a brighter era 
is opening before the book-trade in which it 
is desirable to develop closer relations be- 
tween and retailers new the 
field, whose small business should 
develop with good handling into large busi- 
we have decided not to make further 
advance unless compelled to do -so later in 
the new year. We find it necessary to with- 
draw the feature of free advertising for sub- 
scribers in “Books Wanted” and “Books for 
Sale” columns but will thus be enabled to 
keep the price of toc, per line to subscribers 
on all such advertising and 15c. a line to non- 
subscribers. ;

We are compelled to discontinue the monthly 
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cumulation feature, which is very costly both 
in editorial preparation and in typographical 
work. We shall carefully develop the “Weekly 
Record” to cover books hitherto included in 
the monthly but not in the weekly list, and 
to fill every need for a prompt, complete and 
adequate record. 


It is, of course, evident that even with some 
reduction of pages from the five thousand, 
more or less, which we have given to sub- 
scribers in recent years, the mere printing 
cost is much beyond the return from sub- 
scriptions and the difference is, of course, met 
by the substantial and gratifying support of 
our advertising friends, the publishers. But 
the rates charged during the past year. have 
not been sufficient to give any margin above 
editorial and printing costs, while the new 
advance in printing costs would involve very 
serious loss. We must, therefore, adopt a 
new schedule of advertising rates, tho the 
advance will by no means keep pace with 
the increased costs or afford the reasonable 
margin of profit possible under previous con- 
ditions. We have decided not to increase 
the basic rate of $30 per page in unpreferred 
positions, so that new publishers and those 
having few books may not be deterred from 
making their publications known to the trade 
thru this channel. Pages in the front adver- 
tising section will be advanced $5 per page 
to $40, and in the case of especially desirable 
positions, to a slightly higher price. We are

This price will not cover the actyaj 
cost of duplication, as has been the case 
the past, and changing costs und 
peace conditions permit, we shall be able 
increase the size of the publication. 

This publication finds its peculiar value j 
the fact that it is circulated wholly to thos. 
who are known to be book buyers and thu 
has a value as a book medium that may be 
confidently reckoned as of many times the 
value of ordinary magazine circulation. 

While the cost conditions set forth above 
are a serious discouragement to publishing 
enterprises, whether in books or periodicals 
we feel that we are passing thru a period of 
stringency from which we shall presentl, 
emerge with brighter prospects than ever. So 
we must all take heart, refrain from rocking 
the boat, make a stout pull all together and 
look for the brighter days coming, in which 
we believe the American book-trade, publish- 
ing and retail, will develop into a prosperit) 
far beyond previous precedent.

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THE BOOKSTORE’S SPECIAL INTEREST IN PRICE MAINTENANCE 


The important recommendations from the 
Federal Trade Commission, ‘as printed in 
the PupLIsHERS’ WEEKLY December 7th, 
bring very sharply to the front again the 
great question of price maintenance, which 
is so especially important to the A'merican 
book-trade. The Secretary of the American 
Fair Trade League has promptly come out 
in support of these recommendations, say- 
ing that “The letter and spirit of the Com- 
mission’s report to Congress indicate its full 
sympathy with the legitimate business inter- 
ests of the country and exactly express the 
views and aspirations of the American Fair 
Trade League.” 

Every effort should now be made by those 
who have fought so persistently for relief in 
this matter, in order that this Congress take 
cognizance of these recommendations. Those 
who use price cutting as an advertising bait 
will promptly make the fight on this recom- 
mendation as they have done before, and the 
equity of such legislation must be made plain 
to the congressmen who might otherwise be 
moved by the appeal that this means higher 
prices to the consumer. Careful thought 
should be given to the statement of the Trade 
Commission that “The consuming public does 
not enjoy benefits by unfair price cutting to 
compensate it for the injuries following 
demoralization caused by price cutting.” 

There are very particular reasons why the 
book-trade has been especially the sufferer 
from this class of advertising. The price- 
cutter wishes to establish two things in the 
mind of the consumer—tst, that his store 
stands for distinction of merchandise, and 
2nd, that it stands for less-than-all-others in 
price. To establish the last point it is neces- 
sary to advertise some things of the 
fixed price character, but to cut the price on 
patent medicines no longer adds distinction 
to the store, and to cut Ingersoll watches 
seems too commonplace. But books can 


be made to emphasize both points. 

Let us take a concrete instance: In 
New York a large uptown department store 
has carried on a campaign for Christmas 
trade. It has carried full-page advertise- 
ments with very carefully prepared “copy.” 
This “copy” has been illustrated by excellent 
drawings, and the general effect has been that 
it was the advertising of the store of char- 
acter. The “copy,” however, has carried no 
mention of cut prices, with one exception. 
In one of the November advertisements three 
departments were especially mentioned, sta- 
tionery, artist materials, and books. The 
books were not mentioned by name, but at- 
tention was called to the fact that a full stock 
was always on hand, and everything was sold 
for ten per cent. less than the price usually 
charged, that is ten per cent. less than the 
Fifth Avenue bookstores. 

When books are sold at ten per cent. dis- 
count thruout the stock, there is a prob- 
able gross profit of twenty-five per cent. No 
department store pretends that it can run 
its store on an average gross profit of that 
amount, or, as they usually put it, at an 
average mark-up of thirty-three per cent. It 
is quite apparent to those outside the depart- 
ment store, as well as to the merchandise 
man who watches inside, that the loss in this 
department must be charged to general pub- 
licity as adding to the distinctiveness of the 
store (as one would charge the cost of an 
attendant of an automobile entrance), or else 
the buyer for the book department must be 
allowed to handle other lines, such as sta- 
tionery and desk sets, on which there is known 
to be a very liberal mark-up. We call at- 
tention to this special instance merely to show 
the justice of the contention of the Federal 
Trade Commission and to bring sharply to 
the mind of the book publisher and the book 
retailer that they have a decided interest in 
the outcome of this movement.

F, Horace Teall in the Jnland Printer con- 
siders the three factors most prominent in 
producing literature: publisher, author, and 
printer. Speaking of printing style and the 
factors that influence it, he says: William 
Dean Howells is a great author who early 
in life was a typesetter, and presumably was 
supposed to have learned some uniformity 
of style. When he wrote a book, his printers, 
who were also his publishers, probably 
thought best to tell the compositors to ‘follow 
copy’ and thus we find in that work “wood 


pile,” “woodpile,” and ‘wood-pile’— three 
forms of the same term close together. This 
is in itself but a slight blemish, of course; 


but it is enough to convince us that the 
printers simply reproduced what the author 
wrote. 

All of which leads the present writer to 
the conclusion that the authorial grievance 
does not lie properly against the printer, but 
if against any one but himself, against the pub- 
lisher. The fact of the matter is that the 
printer is in a commercial business pure and 
simple, and always was. Never was there a 
time when any commercial printer would not 
print anything fit to print just as his customer 
desired it. Work must be done according to 
the orders of customers—mainly publishers— 
and some orders are almost excruciatingly 
queer too, yet must be complied with. 

Our largest’ publishing firms are _ the 
principal controllers of typographical style 
nowadays, inasmuch as they usually have 
their work done by commercial printers, who 
have to obey instructions and spell, or capita- 
lize, or punctuate, as they find it in the copy 
furnished to them, except when some other 
procedure is specified. This writing is done 
by one who has noted closely for many years 
the work of publishers, printers, and authors 
and editors, and has found every grade of 
good and bad among all, but can not sup- 
press the feeling that the most reprehensible 
evil effect, and the most troublesome, must 
be attributed ultimately to the publishers. 
But the years of close observation have also 
convinced the writer of the futility of mere 
faultfinding. 

There is an increasing tendency among pub- 
lishers toward a method which promises 
speciously but really ultimates in literary -lis- 
aster. One example should be enough. A 
prominent periodical publisher some years ago 
issued a small cyclopedia, in which was an 
index of the place-names on the maps therein. 
Some young woman clerk made this index, of 
course, at very little cost. When, eventually, 
this work was revised and corrected by one 
technically trained in such work, the index 
was found to contain parts of the names of 
places in lines by themselves as_ separate 
names and the other parts as other separate 
names, far away, just because the map lacked 
room to put the name in one line. Think of 
making Basses stand as one place and Alpes 
as another! Many of our best books have 
equally asinine errors. It is indubitable fact 
that our publishers are nearly all obsessed

with the false economy of having cheap w 
done when the best and most truly pay 
economy demands the best and most late: wr] 
work, nc matter how expensive. 

We have authors nowadays more than ever 
before who do not know the technique 
literary writing. Many books are writte: 
about equal in mere language matters to the 
college compositions of which Profess 
Adams Sherman Hill of Harvard complaine 
in his book “Our English’ when he said. 
“Every year Harvard sends out men—son 
of them high scholars—whose manuscrip 
would disgrace a boy of twelve.” It is 
to say that this was written thirty years ago, 
and that college conditions have much im 
proved. We have not space for definitive dis- 
cussion, but will indicate the main point ot 
critical need by the following from Robert H. 
Fletcher’s “Principles of Composition and 
Literature”: “Most persons, including most 
college students, are far from perfect in spell- 
ing, punctuation, grammar, and the simpler 
principles of rhetoric. Faults in these elemen- 
tary matters are not to be condoned. They 
should be disposed of by thorough drill before 
the student passes on to the higher aspects of 
composition, in which nothing can be satis- 
factorily accomplished otherwise.” This 
means that every one who is to become an 
author should learn first all these and many 
other elementary things, which invariably are 
mastered by all great authors. Just one way 
is possible for attainment of universal satis- 
faction in the mechanical result of literary 
work, and that may not always result. 

Every author should make his manuscript 


literally perfect, so that the printer would 
have only to reproduce exactly what is put 
before him. Allowance must be made, of 


course, for occasional correction of something 
plainly accidental, as, say, a clearly accidental 
writing of 1789 for 1870, or “Thomas Nelson 


Page, Ambassador to sEngland,” which act- 
ually appeared in manuscript instead of 


“Walter Hines Page.” But the authors can 
not always do such perfect mechanical work, 
and often need urgently to have a technical 
expert prepare their manuscript for the prin- 
ters. Much gain will be found by publishers 
and authors in having such work done always 
by those properly qualified, even at a hig! 
rate of cost. The gain would come, of course, 
from the reduction of the printer’s bills, 
which would be lessened greatly by the less- 
ening of the work to be separately charged. 

Always the printer has been, and always 
he will be, eager to make his business pay 
His greatest interest is in satisfying his 
customers and making his bills as large as 
may be with justice. The basis of this always 
consists in conforming to copy and charging 
separately for alterations afterward ordered. 
A printer who would do otherwise would be 
foolish. It is high time to drop those old 
ideas that printers will insist on any system E 
spelling. , Every one of them will spell as he 
is ordered, and make his customer pay well 
for all changes, 
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THE “ON SALE” SITUATION 
The Consensus of Opinion Among the Book-Trade 


The government’s effort to find an equitable 
basis on which to obtain a curtailment of 
the use of paper by the book publishers will 
always be remembered as an interesting epi- 
sode in publishing history, and many will 
regret that the provisions of the November 
ist bulletin should not have had a season 
of trial in order that the effect of such regu- 
lations could be gauged. 

The regulations meant in their more im- 
portant phases; 

The restriction of the number of new titles. 

The establishment of maximum weights of paper for 
various sizes of books and the number of words 
to the page. 

The standardizing of paper sizes supplied by mills. 

The curtailment of catalogs, circulars, etc. 

The elimination of consignment methods of sale. 
Before the War Industries Board ceased its 

functions it had final consultation with the 
publishers and issued a bulletin of recom- 
mendations as printed in the Pus LisHErs’ 
Weekty of November 30th. This bulletin 
withdrew all government restrictions but 
recommended to the Book-trade the continu- 
ance of the minor restriction as to the use 
of coated paper for jackets and of the very 
important restriction against the distributing 
of books by consignment methods. 

Such a suggestion from the Board would, 
of course, have great weight with the trade, 
tho it has no binding power and can only be 
kept in force by a general understanding 
among the publishers. 

The PupiisHers’ WEEKLY has endeavored 
to find what attitude would be generally as- 
sumed by the publishers in this situation. 

It seems to be the common opinion that 
the on sale methods of the book-trade had 
grown to be a definite burden; that while 
in some few cases such consignments were 
justified by good business practice in the 
more common phases the method was not 
sufficiently helpful to the retailer to justify 
the cost to the publishers; that the majority 
of leading publishers will embody this on sale 
restriction in their selling methods for the 
coming season. 

There are some minor exceptions to the 
general rule that are mentioned by publish- 
ers as open, perhaps, to variation after due 
discussion, such as sending books to an 
author’s home town or the covering of the- 
atrical tours, but the general attitude is that 
the War Board recommendation be given a 
fair tryout.

There were many points in connection with these 
regulations which appealed to us not only from an 
economic point of view but from a practical pub- 
lishing angle. 

The recent tendency of publishers has been to 
thicken up books unnecessarily by the use of stiff 
paper. This undoubtedly comes about thru two 
causes: (1) a desire to make the book large enough 
to give it a higher price and (2) in order to ap- 
proximate the format of English books, where light 
featherweight paper is used. Unfortunately, the

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featherweight paper in this country is not as flex- 
ible and the result has been to make the volume 
stiff and ungainly. We, therefore, are distinctly in 
favor of making the books thinner, especially the 
novels, provided the prices can be maintained. 

In regard to “on sale’ and consignment ar- 
rangements, we are also distinctly in favor of fol- 
lowing as closely as possible the rules laid down. 
We believe, however, that it will only be by the 
mutual consent of all the publishing houses that 
these regulations can be maintained. You may rest 
assured that this house will carry out the wishes 
of the War Industries Board as long as it seems 
practical to do so,

From THe MacmILLan Co. 


We are in sympathy generally with the recom- 
mendations of the War Industries Board that pub- 
lishers should continue to limit very strictly the 
consignment and on sale privilege. So far as our 
experience goes we have found that in certain cases 
the on sale privilege has probably resulted in a 
larger sale of our books. In other cases the in- 
creased sale is at least doubtful and it seems to us 
on general principles a somewhat wasteful and 
extravagant method of distributing books. We 
appreciate the difficulties of the bookseller who finds 
himself with a growing accumulation of unsalable 
stock on his hands but we are inclined to believe 
that the remedy for this situation should be sought 
elsewhere than in the wholesale return of the un- 
salable stock to the publisher. It is bad salesman- 
ship to sell any dealer more copies of a _ book 
than he can dispose of. Honesty on the part of 
the salesman, caution and good judgment on the 
part of the buyer and a constant effort by the book- 
seller in cooperation with the publisher to improve 
his selling methods are, it seems to us, the im- 
portant factors in bringing about improvement.

There are times 
when it is a good thing to have the window display 
idea carried out, but this must be carefully thought 
out by the publisher to prevent the abuse it has 
got into in recent years. 

We ourselves would prefer to have the consign- 
ment arrangement very much abridged, and we hope 
the publishers will continue to work under the con- 
ditions required formerly by the War Industries 
Board. 


From A RETAILER. 


Under some restricted conditions I firmly believe 
consignments are a good thing. However, our feel- 
ing is that the majority of people who receive con- 
cessions are perfectly willing to let down and not 
do a thing after they have had help to this extent. 
In our own case this is not so, because when we 
take books on consignment we try in every way 
possible to dispose of them. If others did the same 
I should be in favor of it.

The original requests of the War Industries Board 
were at once accepted in full as a war measure tho 
a protest was made by the booksellers against certain 
restrictions. Now that the war is over the Board 
urges that the paragraph with regard to consignment 
business be continued, this recommendation being 
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made after a conference with the War Committee 
of the publishers. Why on the opinion of the pub- 
lishers only? 

The paragraph that is retained in this request is 
presumably the one that would be most satisfactory 
to the publishers’ small committee. Why should 
there not have been an attempt by this committee 
in all fairness to get the retailers’ view point? The 
War Board extended to the publishers the courtesy 
of consultation. Why should not the publishers in 
the summer consultations and in the final abridge- 
ments have shown the same anxiety to get the views 
of others vitally interested? 

The retail booksellers, organized as the American 
Booksellers’ Association, thru their Board of Trade 
have been endeavoring to set their house in order 
and to work together for better trade conditions. 
They believe that retail bookstores fill a most neces- 
sary function to book distribution. 

They further believe that it would be quite fitting 
that any plan or movement in which the retailer is 
vitally connected should be taken up for discussion 
with representatives of the retail interests. This 
seems entirely in accord with the newer methods of 
modern business. No such step was taken by the 
publishers before or after the action of the War In- 
dustries Board. 

On this present “recommendation” the booksellers 
naturally have their own views which they deem 
essential and important to their interests and there- 
fore important to the publisher. Why should this not 
have been considered by the committee of the pub- 
lishers? 

The American Booksellers’ Association views with 
deep regret this evidence of lack of co-operative 
effort which will continually hamper any movement 
toward trade improvement.

The Courtesies of Trade 

As retailers make efforts to meet the taste 
of returning soldiers, it should not be for- 
gotten that those who have been to France 
have been in contact with a different business 
method from that which they were used to 
at home, and many of them may have come 
to like this other technique. 

When a man buys a newspaper in America 
he slams down two cents into some cranny 
of the counter, snatches a paper and is off. 
In France it would be quite different. The 
soldier would approach the stand and be wel- 
comed with a pleasant “Good day.” After a 
slight exchange of small talk (if he knew 
French), he would be asked in what way the 
shop could serve him. He could then explain 
his interest in obtaining a copy of “Le Matin,” 
would have change made with graceful ges- 
ture, would receive a hearty “Thank you,” 
and a no less courteous “Good day, sir.” 
And such courtesies are as much the charac- 
teristic of the other stores, large and small. 

It would seem that a little change affect- 
ing the graces of retailing might do no harm 
to our American retail store, and such changes 
in method might, in the long run, prove pleas- 
ant to the home customers as well as to 
those who have had contact with the French 
storekeeper. It seems worth trying.

RECONSTRUCTION CONFERENCE 
ON RECORD AGAINST ZONE LAW 


The following resolutions were unanimously 
adopted by seven of the most important 
groups in the recent U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce Reconstruction Conference, held at 
Atlantic City on December 4, 5 and 6; and 
they were the only ones before which reso- 
lutions were introduced: 

Wuereas, The absolute industrial unity of 
our nation is the basic factor in our splendid 
and prosperous development and is, more- 
over, the basis upon which industrial recon- 
struction must rest, and 

Wuereas, National unity depends wholly on 
the maintenance of easy and equitable chan- 
nels of communication between all sections 
of the nation which can only be accomplished 
thru the operation of equal postal func- 
tions and uniform postal rates between all 
parts of the country, and 

Wuereas, The postal zone law hastily 
passed by Congress last year is not only de- 
structive of such unity both educationally and 
industrially and means sectionalizing of our 
Nation, therefore 

Be it resolved, That we most earnestly urge 
the repeal of this postal zone law on second- 
class matter and most heartily commend and 
indorse the action of the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Senate of the United States in 
incorporating an amendment to repeal this 
destructive and un-American law.
